A SPLASHING effort by 
Greenwich swimmers saw 
them win the first Speedo 
5 Host Boroughs Trophy 
in front of a jubilant home 
crowd at the Eltham 
Centre on Saturday, 
November 27. 

The team of more than 40 
swimmers was drawn from 
clubs and schools across the 
borough and they received the 
prestigious trophy and 
medals from Team GB 
Olympian and

Boys’ captain, 17-year-old 
Ben Duxbury told GT: “We’ve 
had a fantastic day.

swimmers like ourselves and 
taking part was a great 
experience.”

The stickers are supplied in addition to 
the food hygiene certificates that are 
issued to catering establishments that 
currently meet the required standards 
for the council’s food hygiene award. 

The window stickers have been 
produced to support responsible 
businesses as Greenwich prepares to 
welcome visitors who’ll be staying 
and eating in the borough in the run 
up and during the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in 2012. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
environment and community safety, 
said: “The new stickers add to the 
work that Greenwich council has 
done over many years to provide 
clear information to the public 
about the hygiene standards of local food 
businesses. 

“Residents can feel reassured the food is 
safe and made in a hygienic environment 
and local residents and visitors can 
continue to make informed choices about 
where they eat.”

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Grit down in advance of the snow 



GREENWICH Council was 
gritting since the previous 
week to prepare road surfaces 
for the snow and icy weather 
that hit the borough on 
Monday, November 29. 

Since then the council has 
been working round the clock 
to keep roads and essential 
services open. 

The gritting teams were out 
non-stop from the Monday 
afternoon making rounds of 
the borough’s roads on a 
priority basis. 

Main roads, public transport 
routes, emergency service 
routes and hilly areas were 
prioritised first, followed by 
residential streets and 
pathways. Not all streets were 


done but the council was 
doing its best to get round to 
as many streets as possible. 
The aim was to coat the roads 
with salt then repeat the 
action with fresh layers of salt 
and grit to try to counteract 
the continuing snowfall. 

The council deployed six 
gritters staioned at its 
Birchmere Depot in 
Thamesmead and had trebled 
the number of roadside salt 
bins around the borough. 
Cleansweep teams were also 
working to clear pavements 
and to lay grit, prioritising the 
busiest areas and pathways on 
hilly residential roads, 
followed by less busy (and 
flatter) roads and paths. 


It was an ongoing operation 
with teams working shifts 
round the clock to try to 
combat the severe weather 
conditions. 

Because of the weather some 
properties did not have their 
regular refuse collections, but 
the council was aiming to 
resume normal weekly 
collections by yesterday 
(Monday). 

Some schools and children’s 
centres were forced to close 
but Charlton special school, 
and Haimo and Meridian 
primary schools stayed open 
all week.Three libraries - 
Coldharbour, East Greenwich 
and Ferrier - closed for one 
day because of staff shortages 


due to the weather. 

Services to the elderly were 
being maintained. On average 
the borough’s Meals on 
Wheels service delivers to 300 
people each week and all the 
frozen meals were delivered 
for each day, while meals were 
cooked for around 35 people 
each day. Crematorium and 
cemeteries were operating 
services normally although 
some services were cancelled 
by funeral directors or 
families.

Drink and it 
could be clink! 

Young drivers targeted in Christmas crackdown

YOUNG male drivers are 
being targeted to ‘Think!’ 
before they become a 
tragic statistic this 
Christmas. 

And they’re also being 
warned that drink driving is a 
crime like any other and could 
lead to prison. 

The Department for 

Transport (DfT) campaign has 
made drivers aged 17 to 29 the 
primary focus for their 
seasonal campaign that runs 
up to January 2, 2011. 

The DfT says young men are 
“over-represented” in the 
drink-drive KJSs - those who 
are killed or seriously injured. 

A national radio campaign 
this year will also be backed up 
by washroom posters in pubs, 
clubs and online. 

The consequences of a drink- 
drive conviction, from the 
moment they realise they’re 
getting pulled over, will be 
highlighted in the campaign. 

The tag-line for the campaign 
is ‘Get caught drink driving and 
you’ll be processed like any 
other criminal. THINK! Don’t 
Drink and Drive.’ 

Free poster are available to 
libraries, community centres, 
youth clubs, doctors surgeries, 
schools and colleges. 

At the same time, Christmas 
party goers are being warned 
by police to think before they 
drive the morning after a big 
night out. 

This is the key message 
during this year’s month-long 
police drink driving campaign, 
which started on December 1. 

Police forces across the UK 


will be working to make sure 
roads are safer by detecting 
drivers under the influence of 
drink or drugs. 

The crackdown follows last 
year’s highly successful 
campaign that saw more 
drivers than ever being stopped 
over the holiday period. During 
the campaign 223,423 drivers 
were tested, resulting in more 


than 7,500 arrests. 

An Association of Chief 
Police officers spokesperson 
told GT: “Many people think 
they have to be involved in a 
collision or commit an offence 
to be stopped and breathalysed. 
However, police officers can 
stop any vehicle at any time, 
day or night. They do not have 
to have a reason.

“If you are stopped, and there 
is any suspicion that you have 
been drinking, then you will 
almost certainly be asked to 
provide a breath test. People 
should be in no doubt that if 
they are found to be over the 
limit they will be brought 
before the courts. 

“Many don’t realise that 
alcohol stays in the system for 
a number of hours, and that 
they could still be over the limit 
the next morning when getting 
in the car to drive to work or 
drop the children off at 
school.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, said: “It is 
important that drivers are more 
aware of the dangers associated 
with drink driving as well as the 
severe penalties they could 
face. This could potentially 
involve losing a licence, a heavy 
fine and even a prison sentence. 
We hope these campaigns will 
help reduce road casualties and 
assist everyone in the borough 
to enjoy a safe and happy 
Christmas.”

Students celebrate new 
status by joining space race

STUDENTS from The John Roan 
School joined the space race by 
sending a Star Wars-style armada of 
rockets up to 300 metres into the 
wintery skies over Blackheath. 

All the rockets were made by the 
students themselves, using cardboard 
tubes, wooden fins and chemical-powered 
motors. They also made and attached tin 
foil parachutes to bring the spent rockets 
back to earth. 

The event on Monday, November 29, was 
part of a special day to celebrate the 
school on Maze Hill achieving its 
specialist status in Science and 
Mathematics - the only one in the 
borough to be awarded this distinction by 
the government. 

To achieve it the school had to put in a 
bid to show its plans to involve the

community with its science curriculum. 
Led by head of science Phil Kirch, the 
plans involved nearby nursery and 
primary schools, local businesses and 
parents, with the Greenwich Observatory 
nearby being used for fieldwork. 
Headteacher Des Malone described the 
award as “a very good fillip for the 
school.” 

Assistant head Sanjiv Pathak organised 
the day, with the pupils building rockets 
under the expert tuition of a team from 
Manchester-based aerospace company 
Starchaser that carries out research and 
development, and takes its scientific 
work into schools through educational 
visits. 

The Starchaser team brought along 
with them a genuine Skybolt rocket, 
mounted on the back of a truck. These 
are used for taking research equipment to 
high altitudes, and can reach up to 62 
miles, which is considered to be "in 
space.” Dr. Robert Massey, of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, also agreed to visit 
on the day to mark this occasion. 

Students were left motivated and 
fascinated by their rocket-building, 
which involved using skills based on 
scientific and mathematical concepts. 

Brogan Gillies, 16, from Greenwich, 
spent two hours working on his rocket. 
He told GT: “I’ve always been interested 
in science so any opportunity to get 
involved is exciting for me. My biggest 
worry is that my rocket will go sideways 
when I launch it.” But Brogan needn’t 
have worried - his rocket went up, and 
kept on going up until the fuel ran out. 

Christine Ashworth, from Westcombe 
Park, and Ella Statham, from 
Blackheath, both 14, worked together on 
building their rocket. “Launching it and 
seeing it go up after we built it was really 
amazing and very impressive because 
making it was a bit of trial and error,” 
said Christine. And Ella added: “We were 
building something that we could send 
into the unknown, and it’s our generation 
who will be doing it in the future.” 

All the students all gave their rockets a 
name, and painted it on the side. 
Christine and Ella called theirs ‘Detour’ 
because, as Ella explained: “we were sure 
it would get there in the end, but we 
thought it might take a few wrong 
turnings on the way!”

Church members sponsor food hampers

NEW Wine is the toast of the 
community again this 
Christmas. 

Individual congregation 

members at the church in John 
Wilson Street, Woolwich, have 
donated enough cash to fill a total 
of 2,500 food hampers for local 
residents facing a difficult festive 
season. 

That adds up to over 18,000 
hampers since this special appeal 
started 10 years ago. 

A few months before Christmas, 
the New Wine Church leaders 
encourage the congregation to 
donate generously. Members 
respond by sponsoring one or 
more hampers - or sometimes a 
fraction of a hamper - for the 
elderly, single parents, and 
people on low incomes. This year, 
some individual members were 
reported to have donated 10, 20, 
40 and even 100 hampers! 

Each hamper contains 
everything that an average 
family requires for a good 
Christmas meal. 

That includes a 5kg turkey, 
stuffing, gravy, roasting potatoes, 
carrots, parsnips, strawberry 
jam, cranberry sauce, chocolate 
chip cookies, an assortment of 
nuts, sparkling non-alcoholic 
wine and Christmas crackers. 

There is also a Christmas card, 
a goodwill message from the 
church, a Christmas mini book 
and a magazine. 

Individuals and community 
groups are then invited to apply 
for hampers via a special voucher 
scheme which is advertised 
locally. All this year’s hampers 


have now been allocated. 

The senior pastor of the church, 
Dr Tayo Adeyemi said: “I am 
really proud of our folks, how 
they rise to the occasion year 
after year. I recognise that for 
many of them, it is a tremendous 
sacrifice, especially in the 
current economic climate. Yet 
they extend themselves and give 
to help others. That’s what 
Christmas is all about!” 

The hampers will be distributed 
a few days before Christmas, and 
the MP for Greenwich and 
Woolwich, Nick Raynsford, is 
expected to open the campaign. 

• New Wine are known for their 
generosity, not only locally, but 
also around the world. One 
Christmas, the members donated 
1,000 goats to villages in Zambia 
and helped to rebuild three 
primary schools in partnership 
with the World Vision initiative. 


Another year, they sent over 
2,000 shoe boxes filled with toys 
to children in Eastern Europe in 
partnership with Samaritan’s 
Purse. 

Last year, in addition to the 
hamper campaign, they sent 
3,994 pairs of used shoes to war 
torn nations in Africa. The 
church also runs a lepers’ 
colony in India, which consists 
of 55 housing units built 
entirely from donations by 
church members. 

MP Nick Raynsford told GT: 
“New Wine Church does a lot of 
charity work in the local 
community, especially at 
Christmas, when thousands of 
hampers are handed out to low- 
income families in the area. I am 
looking forward to helping out 
this year and meeting the many 
people who will benefit from 
this generous act”. 


Chicken take-away fined 


THE owner of a fried chicken 
take-away has been prosecuted 
for hygiene offences. 

Daniel Assefa was fined £1,900 
including costs when he appeared 
at Woolwich Magistrates Court 
last Monday, November 29. 

His appearance followed a 
prosecution by Greenwich 
Council environmental health 
officers who had visited the 
Kings Chicken take-away in 
Plumstead Road. 

Mr Assefa pleaded guilty to six 
charges in relation to a lack of 
cleaning, food which had been 
contaminated by mice and failure 
to put in place procedures to 
manage food safety. The 
Magistrate stated that these were 
very serious offences. 

The court heard that an 
environmental health officer 
carried out a routine inspection

earlier this year on February 17. 
The inspector found mice 
droppings on the computer used to 
take food orders and on the floor 
behind chest freezers. 

Vegetables used in salads were 
stored uncovered and exposed to 
contamination by rodents, 
potentially putting people’s health 
at risk. Filthy cutting boards and 
rusty knifes were being used to 
prepare foods, and antibacterial 


cleaning products were not 
available to disinfect surfaces. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
community safety, said: “The vast 
majority of food businesses 
achieve good standards and are 
granted the council’s food hygiene 
award, but this business was one 
of the few that didn’t meet the 
required standards and posed a 
serious risk to public health.” 

She added: “Our environmental 
health teams are always willing to 
offer free advice to food premises 
on their responsibilities for 
ensuring food safety and food 
business owners are welcome to 
contact them. We also work in 
conjunction with Business Link in 
London who run a free, 
confidential service giving more 
general advice on successfully 
running a business.”

ARCHITECT Ursula Bowyer is 
now living in retirement on 
Maze Hill with her husband 
Gordon after a lifetime helping 
to design and build the future. 
The couple were among the 
foremost young architects of 
their day. They designed the 
Sports Pavilion at the South 
Bank Exhibition for the 1951 
Festival of Britain, to great 
public acclaim. 

“Gordon and I were the two 
youngest professionals to be 
involved, and the other 
designers considered us rather 
as young upstarts,” she told GT. 
“But our work, and indeed the 
whole festival, was a huge 
success.” 

The couple formed an 
architects’ firm and worked on 
contracts for the Cabinet War 
Rooms, the National Portrait 
Gallery and in 1983 on the Royal 
Naval College in Greenwich 
when the Royal Navy still 
occupied the site. Ursula also 
designed the new porch at St 
Luke’s Church in Eltham and a 
new platform bridge linking the 
church and the church hall, 
which was built in 2005. 

She has been a leading member 
of the Greenwich Society since 
the 1960s, and was its chairman 
for many years, later becoming 


what made it tick, and 
Greenwich has now become a 
major tourist attraction instead. 

“If I could have one wish to 
change something about 
Greenwich it would definitely 
be the traffic. I would ban it 
completely. The town is ruined 
by traffic at the moment, and 
this is why I joined the 
Greenwich Society in the first 
place.” 

This summer Ursula was 
awarded an honorary degree, 
Doctorate of Design, by the 
University of Greenwich. Her 
eulogist, Professor Alan Powers, 
Professor in Architecture & 
Cultural History, said: “What 
Ursula has achieved is not to be 
measured just in terms of 
personal architectural output. 

We also celebrate her 
contribution to the work of the 
Greenwich Society, for which we 
owe the survival of the town 
and Naval College as we know 
them today.” 

In fact, Ursula herself still rides 
her bicycle to the shops. She 
also attends yoga classes every 
week to keep herself mobile - 
something she has been doing 
for 20 years.

its first Life President. 

“We came to Greenwich after 
the war and we have lived in our 
house on Maze Hill for close to 
60 years,” she said. “When we 
first moved in, a car or a lorry 
was a rare sight and the 
milkman came in a horse and 
cart. In fact, my daughter’s first 
word was ‘horse’. 

“The society started as a small 
group of anxious residents 
whose houses were to be 
demolished to make way for 
faster roads. It seems 
unbelievable now that the 
threat was imminent, so this 
crazy little group got together 
and mounted a successful 
opposition. 

“Greenwich has changed 
hugely since I moved here. It’s 
become better connected with 
the DLR and the Jubilee Line. 

At seven miles, Greenwich has 
the largest river frontage of any 
borough in London and it used 
to be mainly industrial. 
Unfortunately the industry 
gradually collapsed and the 
land was developed, mainly for 
housing. This really changed

Payment to help pay their fuel bills. 
These are worth £25 and are paid 
automatically in periods of very cold 
weather where average temperatures 
remain below zero degrees for seven 
consecutive days. Pensioners, families 
with children under 5 and people with 
long-term health problems or 
disabilities can get this help if they 
receive certain benefits. A payment has 
already been triggered in the area 
following the recent spell of cold 
weather for the period up to December 
2. You don’t have to do anything or 
make a claim; payments are made 
automatically within 14 working days. 
• If you should have had a payment 
and don’t receive one call Jobcentre 
Plus (if you are working age) on 0845 
603 5759; or the Pension Service on 
0845 606 0265.

Greenwich secondary school pupils 
conference to take responsibility for 


meet at Y-Factor 
change 


A FORUM was held for young people to 
express their opinions on what they 
would like to see improve in Greenwich. 
The meeting was a chance for the young 
people to help share responsibility in the 
borough and to report back on issues 
they had previously been working on. 

The Y-Factor conference was held in 
Eltham on November 26, and over 100 
pupils from nine schools across the 
borough attended. 

‘Y’ is for Youth, and there was a panel of 
experts to field the questions from the 
young people present, which included 
Police Superintendant Chris Hafford and 
a representative from the BP Young 
Leaders Programme. 

Issues that had been raised at previous 
meetings were discussed in more depth. 
The concerns for the 11 to 16-year-olds: 
how the safety for school children in the 
borough could be improved; what the 
Olympic legacy is going to mean for local 
people, and whether a greater number of 
extra-curricular facilities such as skate 
parks could be provided in the area. 

Five schools made presentations to the 
room at the Professional Development 
Centre on Middle Park Avenue to start 
the conference. 

John Roan pupils did a piece about 
raising awareness of online safety when 
using YouTube and Facebook or playing 
games via the internet, and conducted a 
road safety quiz, while a group from 
Thomas Tallis made a powerful and 
affecting movie on the subject of mental 
health - an area that the young people 
themselves said they did not understand. 
The process helped them get an insight 
into the impact of mental ill-health and 
explores ways in which friends, parents 
and other adults might help. 

Students from Woolwich Poly focused on 
the range of activities available to them 
in the borough after school hours, and 
why they thought such activities were 
important and helpful to them. St. Paul's 
Academy used their five-minute slot to 
highlight out of school activities and 
Plumstead Manor covered the trauma of 
bullying. 

The event - which was organised by 
young people, lasted all day and there 
were two sets of workshops. One set was 
on participation structures, including the 
Greenwich Young People’s Council which 
is holding elections for new members in 
February, and Area Youth Forums. The 
second workshop was on issues raised by 
young people in the Tellus survey last 
year which was completed by over 3000 
young people from Greenwich schools. 
15-year old David Hall from Eltham 
Foundation School said: “It was a good 
experience to lead it as well as be 
involved. The day was really informative 
and the atmosphere was very friendly 
and creative I was impressed with the 
questions for the panel because they

were so thoughtful. 

“I’m sure it will help me in the future; 
I've learned about working in a team and 
cooperating. 

“The best part was seeing lots of young 
people together putting all their energy 
into something positive.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council's 
cabinet member for children and young 
people added: “It is crucial that young 
people from the borough engage with us 


on the issues that they feel most 
relevant. The Y-Factor event has shown 
that young people are eager to engage if 
they are given the opportunity. The 
conference raised a lot of points that we 
will be trying to address in the future to 
make young people's lives in Greenwich 
safer and happier.”

The centre also has its own 
gardening tools and has 
already managed to grow a 
whole range of vegetables 
thanks to backing from the 


Capital Growth initiative. 
“But we need more 
volunteers, especially for the 
spring, when we’re thinking 
of holding our first ‘dig in’, " 
said Lee. 

The management 

committee has secured 
Ofsted approval to start a 10- 
place creche, but it’s 
currently looking for a co- 
ordinator to run it at a 
reasonable cost.

A group of 30 Year 6 pupils at De Lucy 
school in Cookhill Road spent some time 
in the summer, walking round the new 
London Olympics stadium in Stratford 
with sketch-pads, interpreting some of 
the sculptures and art-work they saw 
going up on the site. 

Now they’re featured in a 40-page 
magazine ‘The Shoreditch Star’ with 
other schools in the project encouraging 
young people to look at contemporary 
public art and design. The publication 
has been jointly commissioned by the 
Olympic Delivery Authority (ODA) and 
the Contemporary Art Society. 

Tony Potts, the teacher in charge of De 
Lucy upper school, told GT: "The trip 
was arranged through ‘The Shoreditch 
Trust’. Also, we heard about the Olympic 
basketball stadium, which will be a 
flexible space, and a designer came into 
our school to work with the children on 
similar designs, made out of card.” 

A group of De Lucy 11-year-olds who 
took part in the design initiative have 
summed up their experience for GT. 

Kemi said: “From this project I learned 
that, even though something may seem 
impossible, it really isn't!” 

Reece said: “I think design is important 
because you cannot live in a flat , house 
or a mansion if someone didn't design 
it.” 

Courtney added: “I learned that art 
and design inspires people. My favourite 
building is the Olympic stadium.” 

Over the course of the summer, the 
Shoreditch Trust in partnership with 
the University of the Arts in London 
led workshops with five primary schools 
in the London 2012 Host Boroughs, 
including De Lucy. Each of the five 
schools worked on a different section of 
the publication, which is being 
distributed to schools across the

Host Boroughs. 

ODA Chairman John Armitt said: This 
project was a great way to engage 
children in the artwork projects in the 
Olympic Park and get a unique insight 
into their thoughts on the 2012 Games 
and the importance of public art.” 

He added: “The schoolchildren’s work, 
which perfectly captures the energy, 
colour and excitement of the Olympic 
Park, will provide a huge inspiration 
to everyone involved in the project. 
“I’m sure this publication will 
become a collector’s item in years to 
come.”

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Tax credit help 

Extra support for working people 


IF you are working and on a 
low income, you could be 
missing out on extra help. 
Working Tax Credit (WTC) 
provides extra financial 
help for people in work. You 
can claim if you are 
employed or self-employed. 
How much you get depends 
on your yearly taxable 
income. Families with 
children and some people 
who have a disability or 
health problem can get this 
help if they are working for 


at least 16 hours a week. 

But you may also be able to 
claim even if you are not in 
one of these groups. If you 
are a single person without 
dependent children you can 
claim if you are aged 25 or 
older and work for at least 
30 hours a week. Couples 
without children can make 
a joint claim as long as at 
least one of them is over 25 
and working 30 or more 
hours a week. Many people 
in this situation miss out on 


this extra help because they 
do not know they can claim. 
The Revenue estimates that 
the average amount of WTC 
that goes unclaimed is 
£1,600 a year, with some 
people missing out on much 
more. 

To check if you may be able 
to claim WTC or any other 
entitlements (such as help 
towards your rent or

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise 

according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

The importance of 

being Wilde 


The director of the 
latest interpretation of 
an Oscar Wilde play 
talks to Scene about 
what it is that makes the Irish 
playwright so enduring 



THE last three 
I words of its title 
maybe Of No 
Importance, but 
the director of 
the latest take on an Oscar 
Wilde classic reckons it is as 
relevant today as it’s ever 
been. 

“A Woman Of No Importance 

is a major piece of work,” 
Bruce Jamieson told Scene. “It 
was originally written in 1893, 
and what it says - about 
women especially - was so 
contemporary and so 
modern.” 

It’s on at Greenwich 
Playhouse later this month, 
and to show just how timeless 
a piece of work it is, the 
director transplanted the play 
to another era entirely. 

Bruce added: “Because it was 
so forward looking when it 
was written, I realised it would 
be great to set it in the late 
1950s, to give it a far more 
contemporary feel, and really 
show what a great writer 
Oscar Wilde was. It shows how 
his work can travel through 
time quite easily.” 

AWONI is a comedy drama, 
but the main theme of the 
play, (women having children 
out of wedlock), was the 
reason the director chose the 
post-war decade for his 
interpretation. 

“It deals with a subject which 
in 1893 was quite 
controversial. I felt it was 
probably still quite 
controversial up to when we 
are setting it,” Jamieson said. 
“We set it in the 50s because 
that was the last decade when 
this was something that 
attracted real social stigma.” 
Last week marked the 110th 
anniversary of Wilde’s 
untimely death, and despite 
penning the work nearly 120 
years ago, the subject matter 
remains completely current. 
“The astounding thing is, that 
although it was shocking 
when it was written, it is still 
relevant today,” enthused 


Bruce - “It still makes for 
great drama that has carried 
through the decades.” 

Further more, he believes, the 
film and TV industries are still 
influenced by the Irish 
playwright today. 

“Oscar Wilde - along people 
like Ibsen, were the original 
great modern writers. We can 
associate all drama that we see 
today on television and on film 
with the prototype that they 
gave us in beautifully 
structured dramatic works, 
and ones which are also 
incredibly funny.” 

The play was written before 
women got the vote - and 
possibly one of Wilde’s most 
unheralded attributes was his 
championing of equal rights. 
The director added: “Wilde’s 




great understanding of 
women and his support for 
putting women forward on to 
the stage and talking about 
women’s issues must not be 
forgotten. 

“Along with Chekov, Ibsen and 
Bernard Shaw, Wilde in his 
day, before women had the 
vote, really understood women 
and put their cause across.” 
There is a 10-person cast for 
the play which runs at the 


Greenwich venue until 
January, and the intimate 
space at the Playhouse adds to 
the experience, says Bruce. 

“It sits very comfortably - and 
it makes it very comfortable 
for the audience, who feel as if 
they are part of the action. It’s 
unlike the West End where 
you are 30 or 40 feet away - you 
are right in the action and feel 
as if you are part of the drama 
yourself.

Half of the cast has worked on 
previous Galleon productions, 
and there are some 
newcomers to the company 
which has been running in 
Greenwich for over 15 years. 
“There are six ladies, and four 
men in the cast - which again 
emphasises the play’s 
importance in women, 
because they are featured 
more strongly than males. The 
ages of the cast ranges from 
early-20s right through to a 
gentleman in his early 70s.”

The future 
of book is 
the Nook 


# THERE aren’t many people 
who don’t love to sit down 
and read a thrilling novel. In 
fact, scientific studies 
suggest that reading a physical book 
actually makes us happier. 

But in this day and age, books just 
aren’t in such great demand as they 
used to be. So what is replacing 
them? 

The term ‘ebook’ has actually been 
around for some years, but it is only 
very recently that the market for on- 
screen, electronic books has begun 
to take off. 

And there is a good selection of ‘e- 
readers’ on the market to view books 
on, made by the likes of Sony, 

Amazon and, (although not available 
in the UK), the Barnes and Noble 
Nook. The Amazon Kindle is the most 
well known e-reader in the UK due to 
the online book store running a heavy 
advertising campaign. Luckily for 
Amazon the Kindle has serious 
merits: Through its use of an e-ink 
display, the 241 gram Kindle is very 
easy to read in daylight, and unlike 
LCD displays doesn’t strain the eyes. 
The Kindle is of course also 
supported by Amazon’s huge 
collection of 480,000 ebooks - many 
of which are fairly priced. This is one 
of the many advantages of e-readers: 
the ability to carry thousands of 
books along with the ability to search, 
highlight, bookmark and have it read 
out loud. The newest Kindle also has 
a web browser, blurring the line a 
little between tablets and e-readers. 
Speaking of tablets, offerings from 
Apple and Samsung make relatively 
good e-readers, but the use of LCD 
displays causes issues with reading 
in sunlight and the battery life 
doesn’t live up to the likes of the 
Kindle. iPad and iPhone users are 
spoilt for choice with both Amazon 
and Apple offering ebook apps, but 
buying an iPad purely for ebook 
reading would be pricey compared to 
picking up a Kindle or other e-reader 
for a little over £100. 

As I mentioned earlier, the huge 
American book retailer Barnes and 
Noble also has its own e-reader 
called the Nook. Unfortunately the 
device isn’t yet available in the UK 
but is considered to be the Kindles 
biggest rival and even has the upper 
hand of a colour display. Although the 
Nook is let down in many areas - 
including the quality of the software 
it runs, the Barnes and Noble buying 
experience is second-to-none and the 
Nook also includes access to over 
half a million Google Books. But 
while it’s clear that the ebook market 
is growing and e-readers are 
improving vastly in both price and 
quality, I doubt we’ll be saying bye to 
physical books anytime soon.

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The Finnish line 

With the arrival of the last in the series of Stieg Larsson’s 
hugely popular Millennium Trilogy, Dick Morgan looks at 
our growing love affair with Scandinavian screenwriters... 


THE Vikings have returned, to 
overwhelm our people and conquer our 
lands. But this time they're not after the 
spoils of war — they re capturing our 
imaginations in books and on the big 
screen. 

First came the Swedish with Henning 
Mankell’s Wallander, then Norwegian Jo 
Nesbo’s Harry Hole plundered our 
reading piles. Scandinavia’s most feared 
giant of the era however, is the Swede 
Stieg Larsson, and his trilogy of books 
which have proved irresistible for film 
makers, the final instalment of which, 
The Girl Who Kicked The Hornet's Nest 
has just been released. 

But what made us surrender to this 
literary army in the first 
place? Certainly the 
stories don’t uplift, with 
themes of serial 
a murder, corruption and 

worse. And the 

L characters are flawed: 

Henning’s Wallander is 
divorced and 

\ *4 insecure, an 

obsessive detective 


who fills the emptiness of his life by 
investigating ever darkening crime. 
Larsson’s mismatched detective duo 
even more so - Mikael Blomkqvist, an 
obsessive compulsive is unable to 
commit, while his partner Lisbeth 
Salander is abused and reclusive, both 
psychopathically withdrawn and 
outrageously extraverted - even at her 
own trial. 

So why do we yield? Because the scripts 
are so different, perhaps? The settings 
are certainly new, from rural Southern 
Sweden to the bright lights of Stockholm. 
The actors intrigue us, from the 
excellent (but hitherto unknown in 
Europe) Noomi Rapace as Salander, to 
the equally powerful but less striking 
Michael Nyqvist as Blomkqvist. Writer 
Larsson carefully drives the flawed 
detective to the truth throughlendless 
hours of (often fruitless) research. 

But with the release of the last in the 
now deceased author’s Millennium 
Trilogy, there is more: unparalleled 
acting. Rapace delivers yet another 
towering performance, surely the 
ultimate anti-heroine of the 21st century. 
This aggressive, sullen, anti-social 
outcast somehow manages to touch 


something deep inside Blomkqvist and to 
stir him into a series of selfless, life 
threatening actions, purely in the quest 
for her salvation. We are equally moved, 
and the final scene is a marvellous 
epitaph to the series. The chemistry the 
pair develops - with hardly a word 
exchanged - underlies both the power 
and the spirit of the trilogy. The 
supporting cast also deliver to a man - 
Mikael’s editor, Erika Berger (Lena 
Endre) is particularly compelling. And 
finally, there is closure and resolution. 
Closure of the injustices Salander has 
suffered; resolution of her past and for 
the first time in her life; hope for the 
future. 

Director Daniel Alfredson oversees what 
is arguably the most complex of the trio 
of films with great care and no little skill. 
While some of the ends are tied up 
rather too neatly, this trilogy will long be 
remembered. Daniel Craig is reputed to 
have been cast for the Hollywood 
remake, (a new Salander is, not 
surprisingly, proving more troublesome 
to find), and has surely taken up the most 
poisoned of chalices. How poignant it is 
that Larsson never lived to see or enjoy 
the fruits of either his books, or his 
cinematic conquest. 

Verdict: 

10/10 - Full marks for this unmissable 
series. 8/10 for this movie.

Planners view traffic and cycle plans 


ELTHAM High Street is in 
line for a series of 
improvements designed to 
make life easier and safer 
for drivers and pedestrians. 
They include removing some 
of the guard rails that make 
it difficult for passengers to 
get in and out of vehicles 
and force drivers to walk in 
the road to reach the safety 
of the pavement. 

The junction of Well Hall 
Road and the High Street is 
also due to get an anti-skid 
surface, better road 
markings and pedestrian 
crossing islands, and more 
efficient traffic light 
sequences. 

Similar steps are also due to 
be taken at the junction of 
the High Street, Westmount 
Road and Southend 
Crescent. 

The lighting along Philipot 


Path will be updated to 
make it safer for 
pedestrians, and the worst 
sections of broken pavement 
along the High Street will 
also be replaced. And some 
of the street signs and 
‘street furniture’ will be 
removed to cut down on 
clutter along the length of 
the High Street. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for Regeneration, 
told GT: “These moves are 
the result of us working 
with local traders, the 
Eltham Society and the 
Town Centre Partnership to 
agree what was needed to 
help traffic and make things 
safer.” 

Eltham High Street and the 
two junctions at Well Hall 
Road and Westmount Road 
were named as a priority in 


the 2008 Borough Road 
Safety Plan. 

Work is expected to start in 
January or February, using 
funding from Transport for 
London. 

• Plans are on the drawing 
board to provide two new 
cycle paths between 
Woolwich Road and the 
Thames Barrier, and along 
the front of the Woolwich 
Ferry offices. 

Both schemes are part of 
Greenwich Council’s and 
Transport for London’s aims 
to leave a lasting legacy for 
cycling and walking routes 
that provide access to the 
borough’s three Olympic 
venues. 

The first cycle path is 
proposed for Hardens 
Manorway to provide an 
alternative route between 
the residential estate in 


Ruston Road and the 
Thames Barrier. 

The second proposal will 
enable cyclists to travel east 
to west between the Thames 
Path - the riverside path - 
immediately north of the 
Woolwich Ferry car park 
and Glass Yard. 

The idea is to build a 
combined cycling and 
pedestrian crossing on the 
public highway part of the 
ferry approach road. 

The existing narrow 
footways along the private 
road are to be widened so 
cyclists and pedestrians to 
safely travel along the road. 
The trafic improvements 
and the cycle path plans are 
due to be considered by 
Greenwich Council’s 
Highways Committee on 
December 16. 


Walking wonders 

Health group members fund treadmill

A SUPPORT group for 
Greenwich’s lung patients 
has gone that extra mile 
for scores of fellow 
sufferers. 

The ‘Breathe Easy’ support 
group has raised moneu to 
buy a portablr treadmill - 
complete with a heart- 
monitor link - which will help 
fellow patients across the 
borough with their exercise 
regimes. 

It’s currently based at the 
Waterfront Leisure Centre, 
Woolwich High Street. 

But it can be moved round 
the borough to help any 
patients suffering with any 
kind of COPD (chronic 
obstructive pulmonary 
disease) who are referred to a 
special ‘Healthwise’ group by 
their GP. 

Healthwise, backed by both 
NHS Greenwich and 
Greenwich Leisure Limited, 
runs rehab classes in leisure 
centres across the borough, 
not only for heart and lung 
conditions but also for low- 
back pain, weight 
management, and Parkinson’s 
disease. An estimated 350 new 
referrals join the programme 
every three months. 

Waterfront Healthwise team- 
leader Javier Diaz, told GT: 
“This new piece of equipment 
will help us monitor patients’ 
general progress each week - 
and go a long way to reinforce 
their sense of achievement.” 

He added: “So often, 


patients’ physical condition 
makes it difficult for them to 
walk outdoors. Now they can 
use this treadmill for walking. 

“It enables them to do it in a 
controlled, supervised way - 
maybe ‘going uphill’, 
gathering speed too.” 

Helen Jefford, the 
Greenwich Primary Care 
Trust’s specialist respiratory 
physiotherapist who 

originally started the ‘Breathe 
Easy’ group, came up with an 
imaginative ‘virtual’ exercise 
challenge for everyone - to 
celebrate the arrival of the 


treadmill. 

She explained: “We’ve 
worked out it’s 2.9 kilometres 
to Charlton Park from here at 
the Waterfront. So we’re 
adding up all the distances 
people manage today on this 
new piece of equipment, to see 
if we can ‘get there’ on the 
treadmill. 

“Next time, we might 
increase our challenge by 
looking for a Greenwich 
landmark slightly further 
away.” 

• The Greenwich “Breathe 
Easy” group, which always 


welcomes new members, 
meets on the last Friday of 
the month from 11.30am 
until 1pm at the Hider Court 
sheltered housing scheme at 
120 Hervey Road, Charlton. 
It’s one of more than 200 
groups across the country 
which are all part of a 
British Lung Foundation 
support network.

off-message to suggest that, if 
fit, Matt Fry and Jose Semedo 
should play.
